thtrsiy. and cruel wcfC Ihcy lha[ Iheir 
nanic has passcd mio ihe Frcnch lan.i^uage 
lo deiignaic a murder or ruffian. 

Thcir grcatesr and most lernblr chicl 
h^was Geronimo. who bcgan his cart^r in 
I Arizona aboul ihe year 18S6 his foJlowers 
j wcre picked braves, mounted upon hardy 
i phnis-poni«- Hf alvrays manngcd to be 
J well armcd and pleniifully supplied wilh 
ammunilion, and his namc for ycars waa 
a terrror to thc whiles He sccmed afniosl 
to havr thc diaboHca) power ol bcing in 
Iwo placcs 31 the same lime, for, with 
hl! six hundred painted iavagcs he would 
*wcep like a whirlwintf over one part of 
' the Tcrriiory, and Ihen. within a few hours 
he would unexpectediy appcat al a distant 
■settlement thirsting (or more bfood and 
contrivfng the most fiendisb lorturcs for 
ihose whom he managcd lo cflplur<? Thc 
Territorial aulhorities had a standing re- 
tt-ard for his head, and ofTorcd one ihou- 
sand dollars bounly (or the head of eadi 
one of his band 

Many iricd lo capturc him but withouf 
M^cess Whcn hard pressed. he «ouId 
smm h« horses acfoss the Rio Grande 
R-vcr ,nio Mexico, and thcre he was usual- 
ly safe from immediate pursuit He like 
Z wisc despicd the Mexicans and after raid-

, snake, his swifine« waa ihat of an eaele

The tortur« which he devised for hta 
captivcs are almoM loo horrible to bc dc- 
scnbfd. Murder. outrage, and burninK 
wmed 10 give him pleasure. He delfghied 
in cuuing ofl the cyelids of a pnsoner 
jand then expose thc vIcUm's face lo tbe 
!sim. He would slaah his caplivcs lo piccea 



inrh by inch, or disembowel ihem or 
our rheir tongues SomcIiniL-s hc wou|,] 
scalp iliem and afler dc;ding some wouni] 
which would in ihe end provc fatal h* 
would leave (hem to die slowly and iti 
agony on Ihc burning dcscri sands. 

But evcn the elusivc Ceronjmo's care« 
camc to an unexpcctcd end» The firsi ef. 
feclive blow at him was struck whcn ih« 
Uniicd States Cavalry disrcgardcif intcr- 
naiional boiindarics, and rode closc upoa 
his hccis inlo Mexican Icrritory, ' Thai 
alumcd ihe old chicf, and he bccamc more 
caulfous (or a lime, 

Finally, in ISS6, General George Crook 
was sent oui lo capttire ihe raider dcad or 
aJive. General Crook had a well-eslab- 
lishiMJ repntalion as an Indian fighier, and 
he had clcverJy learncd how iq pit tbe 
hostile tribcs against each oihcr. pressiog 
iiito his services also (ull-blooded Indian 
Seouls, His force was superior to Gcro- 
nimo's fn mimber, bin his horses lackcd 
ilie endurancc of Tndian ponies, whtle no 
one knew the bilis and moimtains as did 
Ihc fierce old chief However, General 
Crook al lasi rounded up Ocronimo and 
his band in a box canyon froro which 
iherc Mcmed lo bc no escape. 



gOLDIERS wcrc stationed at evcry pos- 
^sible outlcl. and boih they and ihc 
GencVal felt that in a day or iwo they 
would have ihe Apaches as iheir prisoners. 
But over confidence made Ihem lose iheir 
opportunily Thc squads of Jubilant c&v- 
JUrymen poslcd on ihe irails bcgan ccle- 
bradng their viciory premaiurely, They. 
drank excessivcly of hard liqiior unli? cveo 
thc senlj'nels wcre slupencd. Then, in the 
darkness of ihe night, ihc Apache leadcr, 
whoso hawkdJke vision had dis<:overed ihc 
soldicrs' laxily. led his band silcntly out 
Of the iraivand past the jJccpinK guards, 
ftnd by daybrcak he was /ar beyond im- 
me<iiate capture. This (^osco infuriatcd Ihe 
goycrnment and resulied in General Crook 
bcing immcdiatrly supersrded. nnd m his 

place wa5 af^Lnlcd General I^elson A. 
Miles.

'ptlEN camc a long and wearLsome pur- 
suit. Tho clusive Apaches lurned and 
doiihled With Ihc skill ol a hunicd.hare. 
Theil mount5 secmed tirclcss, The redmea 
themselves wcrc able lo cover long 
3treiches withom food or waier. General 
Miles, howevcr, and his command (ollowcd 
Ijrcciscly ihe same laclics, II was a grueb 
ling tesi of physical cndirrance over oven* 
iikc dcscris and Kigh mountains« through 
dccp gulches, swimming grcai rushing 
sLreanu, cJambenng up the sides of sieep 
gorges al times almost starvmgj and rid> 
mg coniinuously under a red-hot sun with 
bcasts and men almost mad from thirit 
But at last ihcrc came a Ume whcn the 
white men won out. . . . Ceronimo's day 
was waning. 

Captain Lawion, who long a(téiwaid fell 
in the Philippincs, with a detochment ol 
soldicrs corncred ihe wily Apache al the 
junction of iwo rivers nijar the Mexican 
border. The Indians were utterly «■ 
haosicd, The cavalrymen who bad tracked 
llicm down were as ^aunt as greyhounds, 
ycl ihey were ready for immcdiat« com* 
bal. But Caplain Lawion became suddm- 
ly j|L His junior offims were away on 
subsidiary commands in ncarby country. 
And at ihil moment word came by scouu 
thai Geronimo was bul a day'i ride ahead, 
,ind a quicW march wotild appAhcnd him. 

Thore was no time to summon any o»' 
ilcer ol the line, nor any chanc« to gti 
Captain Uwion well enough lo go *ilh 
Ihe lask hf had begun. Leonard Wo«f. 

wlw was then sutS»" "^"P***" ^f*' 
ton'5 siaff tf« 11« onfy ranking offtctr 
availablc lo Ukc command. The doclor 
Ki^ Ihe opponunity and with i lew

Geronimo over lo Capiain Uwion ai a 
realter ol cour«. The it^cidem wai not 
l>«^^^ ,he time, ii .a. not spoken 
of officlaily, but il got aboul uUi.naicIy 
J> irue tcvclaiÉona o( rare abiliiy aiway» 



ST beforc his capiute, Geronimo reaS' 
iicd hU lime h»d come, and fndlan- 
JJite he Asked lor a parlcy which wu re- 
lused him. Ilt was told to iurreoder at 
oncc or his eniire band, »ncluding bucki 
and squaw* wouid be fchoi down on the 
spol. The chicf had no aJteinaiive— he 
gave up, He righlly d«eivcd to be hanged 
then and Ihere for the many infamoui oul- 
rages whieh he had perpetrsied. But tbt 
government wai mefdtul, Il wit him aod 
his band with their papooMi apd (b*lr 
innumerable dog^. lo Foit Pitkeni, b 
Florida. There Geronimo languUhed for 
a wbile, until he wu truufencd to Fofl 
Sin, in Okiahoma. 

He wu an evll, craftyf bruie, aad it U 
doubtful wheiher he ever felt i fnoment 
ol remorie. In Irø, he joined (he Duicb 
Retormed Chureh, ihinking tbut (o pleasr 
the Grcat White Father at Washington. 
Bul ihis promiiing converl åOOu fell from 
grace. He wenl hack lo drinking bcavilyi 
(o gambling, ind to iuch Umited dehiiKh- 
ery as wai powibie (or blm uiuler mllitao' 
conlrol. In I »6 he died, wllh the blood 
of rhousandj upon bli hind*, åfld wllh 
(he cpliaph whjch had beeo compostd fw 
hJm many years betore: * Geronimo «i 
the worsi Indian who rm livcd." 

Eveiy one of ibe Apache uib^-*bout 
fivc thouand Jn aH^wn ihose who were 
not involved in Ceronimo's atrociiia, were 
herded aboiil Fort SlII, whert 

michine guni and nwgari« ^ito «xaW 
mow-them doWTi sbould they atlcmpt to 
break loose and emulate their fotmor chlel. 
But thai never hap(xned, howeteri for 
the Indians, wilbout their irtd*' «cn be- 
came fubmisiive and accepied iheif l-tt 
aa wards of ibe govemmenL Th^ij^ 
Geronimo the Uit of the bad ndian. ol 
hisloiy.and Ihe worsi ol Ibem aU.
